| Deficits and a Way to Overcome Them | 
According to Dr. Benjamin Fine, the educational editor of the N 
York Times, who completed a study of 810 colleges and universities, 
including our own, about half of all the independent institutions of 
higher education in the United States are experiencing financial dif- 
culty and are unable to balance their budgets. As one of the schools 
with an operational deficit, Midland finds itself in the position where 
several things must be given prayerful consideration. One of the ways 
in which the College can be greatly assisted is to have the whole- 
hearted co-operation of pastors. in recommending to their young people, 
their college—Midland College—as the church college from which 
they can procure a splendid liberal arts education. A second way of 
assisting the College, of course, is through the payment of a minimum 


of 100 per cent of our apportionment goal, for by so doing the College 


is assured of the amount the synods have pledged to her institution. 
It behooves all of us who are interested in the future of Christian higher 
education, and especially in the plight of smaller independent colleges, 
to see to it that the financial picture of the College is assured. A real 
crusading constituency could quickly mold public opinion in a way 
which would clear us of all financial embarrassment and assure a sig- 
nificant and vital educational program. Christian higher education is 
not just another program of learning. A feeble effort will discredit 
our institution and disgrace its supporters. Acceptance of a challenge 
will make possible the realization of one of humanity’s fondest hopes.

“Report ofthe Secretary for Deaconess Work 


Motherhouse and Training School was dedicated on October 27, 1953, 
at its new location in Ruxton, Maryland. Likewise, we are informed 
that the Philadelphia Motherhouse has been relocated at Gladwynn, 
Pa., and expects to hold its dedicatory service on June 9, 1954. 

| Changes, aiming at a unification of the educational program. carried 
out by the two motherhouses, have also been realized. (See Minutes 
of 1952 ULCA Convention, p. 887, Sec. 2). Now all deaconess students, 
regardless of motherhouse affiliation, receive their basic year of studies 
in the field of religion at Ruxton, Maryland. Their second year of 
specialized deaconess training is taken in the motherhouse which offers 
the particular specialization. Students remain in Baltimore for training 
in religious education, parish work, youth work, and church secretarial 
work. ‘They go to Philadelphia for training in the medical, institutional, 
and social welfare fields.
